8 FOR IT BANKEB StlPS. 

Poker Player, Ki^oe Plunger aad 
lifa'irt the Wimen. 

Newport, Ky., Nov. 19.— United 
States Uank Bxamincr Tucker is iu 
charg* of tM German national l)ank. 
Prank M. Brown, bookkeeper and as- 
sistant cashier, who had bMn with the 
bank 18 years, is missing, with a 
shortage of $200,000. His defalcation 
extends over a period of 10 years. He 
is a widower and has a 19-year-okl 
•on. He lived at a speedy clip and was 
betrayed by a jealous Cincinnati wo 
man, who wanted to accompany him 
to Yellowstone park and became en 
raged because he took. another. Brown 
was an Inveterate poker player and 
race plunger. 

"This Ijank is closed by order of the 
comptroller of the currency," was the 
notice placed on the doors of the bank 
before the time for opening Monday 
The salient facts of the cause of the 
notice had been ktiown since Sunday 
morning, therefore there were none of 
tlis usual scenes accompanying* a run 
on a bank by depositors. The alleged 

defalcation of Assistant Cajhier Frank 
M. Brown to the amount of $20 »,000 
was so overwhelming that no deposit 
or was foolish enough to suppose any 
good could be aeebmpllshed by at 
tempting to get money from the bank. 

ExaPiiner Tucker said the defal- a 
tion was not discovered by him unti 
10 o'clock- Saturday night, that bota 
he and the bank's own experts had 
been imable to find anything wrong 
until that time. The discovery was 
made in comparison of Brown's Indi 
vidual ledger with the cashier's daily 
checking up. Here it was found that 
Brown hart been forcing l;al;mees from 
day to day until the enormous total of 
$192,000 had been withdrawn from the 
funds of the bank. 

The only bond the bank holds Is that 
of Paris C. Brown, father of the as 
sistant cashier, who is a weil-knov.n 
river man and president of the Consol 
idated Boat and Store company. This 
is an open bond, conditioned ta cover 
any shortage by his son. It is said 
that though Paris C. Brown has volun- 
tarily offered his entire property to 
meet its obligations, not more than 
$20,000 can be realised from this. 

The bank wa.s tlio depository of nine 
building associations and o'f adjoining 
corporations of Bellevue, Dayton and 
other towns, as well as of about 1,COO 
Individual firms.

Berlin, Nov. 19.— In the relchstng 
Monday on thi' 01 . j.si.ni of the pivs.jul 
of the supplementary credit for China, 
Count Von Buelow the imperial ehau- 
cellor amphatlcally denied the asser- 
tion of the inquiry made abroad that 
the China indjioKlio was traci'.ibie to 
the German occupation of Kiau Chou. 
This statement was greeted by the 
Social Democrats with loud cries of 
"it Is qtilte true.* 

Count Vun liuelow expressed keen 
regret that such a cry was heard in 
the Oerman parliament The chan 
cellor further declrred he did not at 
present wish to say anything wiiicli 
might be pi-ejii;li( iiil to tln' common ol) 
jects of the powers in China, but be 
felt the need of placing himself in 
toii' h with' the nation. Germany, be, 
e.vplained. had adhered to the alms and 
pcl'-.y outlined in the circular to the 
allied governments. The allegation 
that the government had not foreseen 
the Chinese crisis was true.- But most 
of the other nations likewise failed to 
anticipate that the storm in the far 
east would burst so very near or so 
soon. "But," added Count Buelow, 
"the promonltory signs did not escape 
us. We directed the attention of the 
other caliinets rrp-atiiily to tlune 
signs. We at once agreed that every- 
thing our representative In China de- 
scribed as necessary to take as a meas- 
ure of precaution and despatched a 
force, offering; even more than asked 
for. I wish to reproach no one, least 
of all Baron Von Ketteler, who in en- 
deavoring most earnestly in the fu!- 
flllment of his duty to bring the chirf 
Chinese antliorities to reason, went al- 
most without fear to bis death, worthy 
of the land he represented and the 
name he bore." This statement cause ) 
long applause. 

Reverting to {ho Kia Chow allejxa- 
tlon. Count Von Buelow recapitulated 
the movements previous to royal ac- 
quisitions and expeditions of the other 
naval powers In China, adfling: "We, 
with proverbial modesty, rt^stralne 1 
ourselves longest of all the powers, 
even until the massacre of missionar- 
ies in Shan Tung."

That's 
right. Most of the pardon seekerR ouKht 
to be turned down. It is the very small- 
est per cent, of convicted criminals that 
deserve executive clemency. The young 
<iovernor sboald steel bimsell against 
the weakness of fraa ezerciae of tha par- 
doning power. 

Nearly every Governor does too mnch 
of this. The dreadful record of murder- 
ers pardoned by Bradley should make 
Beckham very careful about turning loose 
tbit character of criminals. With the 
bloody record that is charged up to Ken- 
tucky, and in view of the great difBculty 
of giving men goUtyof taking bnman life 
adequate pnniabmeot, no QoYemoc, 
aboold pardon ^ man convicted of ronr- 
der or manalaoiibtar unless new and in- 
diapntabla proof ia found in mitigation of 
tbo offfnsa. In ibis oonneetlon Tk woold 
be well to also caution tbo new parolo 
board to go slow.— Morning Demoerat 

The pardoning power has been grossly 
abnsed by every Qovemor of this State 
in tbe last two deeades. The advice; 
given above to Governor is timely and to 
tbe point, and we hope he will give heed 
to it and naka bis administration on tbii 
point an azception to tba ml*.

Mr. John C. Adamsnn, of this city, and 
Messrs. Robert and Charles Herrcbfeld 
and a Mr. Seebanm, of Cincinnati, will 
compose the new company. The articles 
of incorporation have not yet been filed 
and organisation folly completed, but 
Mr. Adamson is to be Secretary and 
Treasurer of the company. 

The Meaars. Uerscbfeld and Seebanm 
have boon operating a factory in Oiooia- 
nati. In order to accommodate their In- 
creasing business, they are compelled to 
enlarge, and It ki irHh thia object in 
view that they decided to move to Mays- 
ville. All they asked was that a part of 
the coat of moving tbe machinery and 
from the conseqaent loss of time be borne 
by tbe people of Maysville, and during 
the last few days the snm of $500 was 
subscribed by the business man of our 
city for this purpose. 

The Messrs. Herscbfeld and Seebaum 
are all practical workmen and will aasiat 
in oporatinff tbo now factory. 

Tbe present building is not large 
enough to accommodate the business the 
Mw oompany Ospeeta to do, and an ad- 
dition will be built at once. With this 
addition the new building will be 100 
feet long, about thirty-two feotwido, two 
stories high. Mr. I. M. Lane was award- 
ed the contract for the addition and it is 
to be completed by Dec. 20tb. It ie tbe 
intention to have the factory, in opera- 
tion by the first ot January. 

The new company will manufacture 
boys' and youtha' aboaa, and will also 
make a speeialtir of a wood^n-aole felt- 
lined shoe for mototmen and other em- 
ployes of electric railways.

ilerstood that, the authorities of RuFnell 
will quarantine the persons ait'ected and 
thoae who have been expoacd to the die* 

eitse which practically means that almost 
• very resident of the village will be con- 
lined. 

The disease, if it is smallpox, is un- 
like any cuses ever experienced in this 
section. Men, women and children have 
it in Russell and are not oompelled to 
take to their beds. Oue man in Russell, 
who bad the disease, was heard to eay 
that be did not loae an l>our't work or 
sleep nor loae a meal daring bla illneaa. 
He visited this city several times when 
at hit worst and knew of at least five 
other dtiaena of the village who made 
regiilar trips to Iron ton while afftoted 
with the aappoaad smallpox. 

On the laat election day men wiih 
their faces broken out stood about the 
voting places in Roaaell all day and seem- 
ingly no attention waa ^id to them. 
Persons who have recovered from the 
disease show no evidences of recent ill- 
nf as. The aores do not leave the soars, 
invariably seen after a patient reoovera 
from smallpox.
